Mrs. Dean’s Suit for Widow's 
Dower Rights Raises Ques- 
tion of Dominance of 
Divine Passion. 


HER NOVEL A FACTOR. 


Lawyers Argue Over Strenuous 
and Tragic Story ‘Shibbo- 
leth“ and It May Go 
Before Court. 


A story of love and self-sacrifice strange as 
the imaginings of a Balzac is revealed in the 
progress of the suit in Judge Hall's court by 
which Mrs. Suzanne Ella Wood Dean seeks 
to recover dower rights to the $1,400,000 es- 
tate of her late husband, John . Dean. 

Does overpowering love drive all other 
thoughts from a woman’s mind} 

Is a woman in love in an unfit condition to 
conserve her own interests? 

Has a woman the legal right to yield every in- 
terest to love? 

Did Susanne Ella Wood win John E. Dean by 
means of a strange love story called “ Shibbo- 
leth she wrote just prior to her marriage! 

Ihese are only a few strange features 
which must be taken in consideration In judg- 
ment of the case.

He is said to have told how Browne visited 
the room following a telephone call from him 
to White, and of Browne's jocular remarks 
about the three in the same room.

It is said Yarbrough also corroborated 
White’s story to the effect that a Browne 
Democrat asked of White, Have you been 
to the trough yet?“ and who added: By 
God, I've already been up to the trough and 
got mine.“ :

White’s statement that he had been told by 
White that he was to get $1,000 for casting 
a Lorimer ballot, and that White told him of 
his appointment with Browne to receive the 
last payment of $850 at the Briggs house.

gestion was made to him by Representative 
John Griffin of Chicago, a Democratic legis- 
lator representing the First district of Chi- 
cago; that Mr. Griffin was authority for the 
statement that ‘ the boys were getting $1,000,’ 
or a statement similar in effect. 


Statement Made in Interview. 

The above developments in the jiegisia- 
tive bribery charges come to the Atlas as a 
result of an interview had over the long 
distance telephone with Representative Ter- 
rill at Colchester. As stated above. Mr. 
Terrill makes no charges. He does not care 
to comment on the conversation which passed 
between himself and Representative Griffin. 
Tne public must be the judge. 

Mr. Terrill does not deem it necessary 
to express his opinion as to whether Mr. 
Griffin's apparently suggestive conyersation 
was to be taken in the nature of notice that 
there was $1,000 in it for him if he wouid 
ally himself with the forces of the blond 
senator, but he had, and the public now has, 
according to Mr. Terrill’s story, the statement 
from the lips of a Democratic representative 
from Chicago that money was flowing as 
freely as water in the interests of Mr. Lori- 
mer. 


Refers to Conversation. 

According to Representative Terrill, he 
was approached during the senatorial battle 
by Griffin, who was on the opposite side of 
the house from him, and during the course of 
a conversation understood to have been 
sought by Griffin the subject of the senator- 
ship was broached. Terrill had been an ar- 
dent supporter of Lieut. Gov. Sherman and 
voted for him in ballot after ballot. He 
refused from the first to support the rene- 
gade Republicans in their unholy alliance 
with the Democrats and at no time did he 
cast his vote for Lorimer.

Two legislative scandals in Hunois in two - 
days is a situation which cannot be over 
looked by the people. It will not be ignored 
in other states and should not be disregarded 
at home. On Friday a story was published 
of the probe by a spécial grand jury of 
Cook county into the alleged influences 
that were used to pass the mysterious bill 
“777,” several years ago, which involved 
certain railroad interests. This was dwarfed 
into oblivion the next day by the charges, 
made through Tae CHICAGO TRIBUNB, that 
William Lorimer, recently elected United 
States senator, had been chosen by votes 
that were purchased to break the deadlock 
in the legislature. 

“The charges were made by Charles A. 
White of St. Clair county, formerly an em- 
ployé of the Hast St. Louis and Suburban 
railroad, and now a member of the gefieral 
assembly. White gays he received a total of 
51,900, in addition to his salary as a mem 
ver, Of which sum $1,000 was for his vote 
for United States senator and the remainder, 
he states, was his share of the jackpot, a fund 
collected during the seasion from corporations 
and other sources, in return for legislation 
enacted or proposed legislation killed, 

There is always a suspicion when a dead- 
lock is broken or some piece of legisiation is 
put through by a narrow margin that some- 
thing beside the interests of the people in- 
fluenced the action. In this instance White 
gives direct information, the truth of which 
can be readily ascertained. It is true that 
White discredits himself, that his confession 
as a receiver of bribes in connection with his 
general reputation does not inspire confidence 
in any of his charges to any great extent, 
but the situation affords an excellent oppor- 
tunity for housecleaning. 

“ As a rule the people view a certain clase 
of bribery with complacency. Candidates 
for office are in the habit of making promises 
freely, and in the case of legislative aspir- 
ants, assurances to help pass or defeat cer- 
tain legislation are often demanded. The fact 
whether the legislation is good, bad, or in- 
different as applied to the people does not 
matter. The law does not considerethis 
bribery. 

A public official in high position, who has 
appointments at his disposal, makes prom- 
ises, direct or implied, that he will appoint 
certain men to places in consideration, direct 
or implied, that certain legislators will 
render certain service in return, not to the 
people but to the official or partisan or the 
party through which the appointment comes. 
This is not considered bribery, merely 
reciprocity. Morally it is wrong, just as 
wrong as when the man receives money, but 
legally it is not. held to be bribery. . 

“When money changes bands, when the cash 
is passed, there is no doubt of the wrong, 
morally and legally. Such a situation de- 
mands investigation, It would be inte: est- 
ing to the people of the state to know how 
much money passes. It would be equally 
interesting to know how many promises are 
made for the same ends. It would be en- 
lightening to the whole state to learn to 
what extent corrupt influences govern the 
affairs at Springfield,”’

Senator Cummins, who has led the fight 
against the railroad bill, is one of the ineur- 
gents who believes in accepting reasonabie 
concessions and enacting as good a bill as 
possible. 

Grumble at Taft’s Absence. 

Several of the Republican regulars in the 
genate are disposed to grumble over the 
absence of President Taft from Washington 
at this critical period in the progress o. his 
legislative program. They say th t the pres- 
ent situation demands application of the 
party whip by the president. Thus far Presi- 
dent Taft has refused to make any threats of 
reprisal against the critics of his bilis in the 
senate and it is doubtful if he will enter upon 
that course when he returns to Washington. 

It is understood in senate circles now that 
the three features which the insurgents have 
knocked out of the present railroad bill will 
be put into a separate measure and rein- 
troduced in the senate before the close: of the 
present cession. There will be no attempt 
to push the new measure through, but it will 
temain before the senate to be acted upon in 
the December session. 

The three features to be incorporated will 
be the tegalizing of traffic agreements, the 
granting of authority to merge certain roads, 
and the regulation of stock and bond issues 
by the interstate commerce commission. 
The reintroduction of these propositione in 
@ separate bill will be purely for political 
effect, because thé Republican party is par- 
tially pledged to some of the legislation. 


Attack to Resume Today. 

Consideration of the bill will be resumed 
in the house tomorrow. Representative 
Mann of Illinois, who is in charge of the 
measure, is hopeful of passing it tomorrow 
night or Friday. 

Regular leaders in the house are bitter 
over the absence during the consideration 
of the bill of approximately thirty Repub- 
licans whose presence would have defeated 
some of the amendments that have been 
adopted and that are regarded as undesir- 
able. . 

It was pointed out today that an analysis 
of the votes taken shows that many amend- 
ments were adopted with less than a ma- 
jority voting. Many regulars have absented 
themselves, with the result that the work 
of the house managers in conference will be 
rendered more difficult. 


Taft Pleased by Combine. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 4.—President Taft was 
deeply gratified at the news that forty-three

CHRISTIANIA, May 4.--It is said that 
Theodore Roasevelt originally did not intend 
to include Christiania in his tour, but pres- 
sure was brought to bear on him. When he 
Was awarded the Nobel. peace prize it was 
pointed out that he was expected to visit this 
city as soon as he could. 

It was intimated that it would be difficult 
in the future for any American to get a Nobel 
award if ‘Roosevelt on his European trip 
omitted Norway from his itinerary. He there- 
fore consented to come here and he had to- 
day what was the best in many ways of all 
the receptions he has experienced. The peo- 
ple did not seem enthusiastic... They turned 
out in great crowds, but were quiet. 


, At The Hague it was the birthday of Prin- 


cess Juliana when Roosevelt arrived and the 
holiday: crowds were noisy and cheerful. 
Here again Roosevelt will strike a public 
holiday, tomorrow being Ascension day. 

The streets of Christiania are bright with 
decorations, and almost every one is wear- 
ing an American flag. A Roosevelt march, 
Roosevelt photographs, and compilations of 
Roosevelt's sayings are being sold in the 
shops and on the highways. 


King and Queen Meet Him. 

Roosevelt experienced today the finest ex- 
ample of democratic royalty he has met. 
Both the king and queen met him at the sta- 
tion and both attended the luncheon in his 
honor at the American legation. The recep- 
tion after the luncheon was attended by the 
usual crowd. The king and queen had gone 
and Roosevelt followed as soon as he could. 
Then the Norwegians present were puzzled 
by what to them was anew form of entertain- 
ment. There was dancing, but it was under 
difficulties of space and the women’s big hats, 


ebut the dancing was accomplished. 


Roosevelt got away to the palace and 
tackled his correspondence. The king went 
to his room informally and unannounced and 
suggested that he might like tea. 

* By George, I would.“ said Roosevelt. 

Tea was brought and for more than an hour 
the king and Roosevelt talked, the latter tell- 
ing his majesty of Seth Bullock holding up an 
audience with a revolver in either hand, while 
Roosevelt spoke against free silver. 

„I would like to see your small Olaf,” said 
Roosevelt, small Olat being the affec- 
tionate name by which all Norway loves to 
call the crown prince. So the king and queen 
brought Olaf. 

Dinner in State Dining Room. 


The dinner tonight was served in thé great 
state dining room.

Hendrix at Opening of Quadrennial Con- 


ference Says Demands Are Not in 
Harmony with. Church’s Idea. 


Asheville, N. C., May 4.— Bishop E. R. Hen- 
drix of Kansas City, in making the episcopal 
address today at the opening of the sixteenth 
quadrennial conference of the Methodist 
church, opposed the demands of the women 
of the church for laymen's rights and repre- 
sentation in conference. He said the de- 
mands were not d harmony with thia 
church's idea of what was woman’s place in 
the church, in the home, and in soelety.“ The 
address complimeyted women for their de- 
votion to the chure 
The bishop stated that the Methodists now 
numbered 2,000,000 sduls, the second largest 
Protestant. church the world. He gave 
their gains in the last four years as 207, 784. 
5 present over 7,000 traveling and 4,000 loca! 
are in the service. The church 
— ty now owned is worth $75,000,000, and 
$4,000,000 was spent for churches and parson- 
ages during the last year. 
The veto. power in the bishops and their 


election for life were supported, and any at- 
tempt to destroy their power or limit their 
duties was deprecated as a dangerous innova- 
tion, Greater energy in foreign fields was 
recommended and Africa was declared the 
battle ground of the twentieth century. A de- 
cided stand was taken against innovations 
in worship, such as silent invocation and 
changing of the Lord's prayer. 

The movement to remove the four year 
time limit on a preacher's service in a 
church was not approved. It would destroy 
the itinerant system, upon which the church 
is based, according to the bishops. 

Codperation and division of territory with 
the Northern Methodist church was indorsed. 
Five additional bishops were recommended.

Third of Menfi's People 
in the United States

ENFI, Sicily, Feb. 18.—Menfi is un out 
of the way place in the province of 
Girgenti. It commands no attention in 
the guide books. Tourists never vis“: 
‘the town. It contains ne ruins, anciert 

or modern. Yet few cities of equal size have 
ever sent more of their number to the United 
States. 

A few years ago its population was 14,000; 
‘today it is little more than 10,000. Between 
5,000 and 6,000 people of Menfi are today in the 
United States. Four thousand of them are in 
Brooklyn, about 600 in Chicago. The othe s 
are scattered through Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
San Francisco, and Texas. Crime has dimig- 
ished in Menfi, but trachoma increases. For a 
study of American emigration Menfi is one cf 
the most important towns in Europe. 

We wanted a full day in Menfl. We were 
called at 5 o'clock this morning. It was two 
hours before we left Castelvetrando. Things 
move slowly in Sicily. When they tell you 
two minutes it means thirty; a few min- 
utes means perhaps a couple of hours. We 
could not get our coffee until the goats were 
@riven into town. Refrigerators are unknown 
in country towns.

Menfi Has Straight Sweets. 


Crossing this plain, we descend into another 
ravine, with steeper sides and stonier land. On 
the opposite side, on a slight eminence a few 
miles in front of us, rises Menfi. 

Menfi is laid out with the regularity of «a 
western town, long, straight streeta crossing 
each other at right angles. One or two of the 
streets are paved, but the majority are of hard 
earth. Some of them have an open drain down 
the center; many have no sidewalk: Ahe more 
important ones sidewalks of cobble stones, 
Streets and sidewalks ‘are in bad condition. Ail 
of them are muddy. The mud is not deep, but 
it is offensive; it is not honest mud. Everything 
that goes intd the house comes out the frog t 
door and is thrown into the middle of the stre.:, 
Judging from refuse heaps at the edge of tie 


town, the streets are sométimes cleaned. Clean- 


ing days must be rare. Vegetable tops, orange 
peolings, chicken feathers, and slop of all sorts 
go into the streets. You can imagine what a 
courtyard ig like! 

In ane of these cburtyards it was even worse 
than any court I haye seen. I found a woman 
living in a single room, three feet below ths 
level of the street. Her husband is in Brooklyn 
and she herself only returned a short time ago. 
She wants to rejoim her husband, but trachoms

According to the agents with whom I have 
talked today, emigration to the United Stat 
has atone saved Sicily from terrible poverty, 
famine, and revolution. The name of the first 
man who discovered the American El Dorado in 
1887 is well known. According to the agent, 
they should build 4 monument to bim, I sug- 
gested that they should first clean their stre3ts, 
put in sewers and waterworks.

than it is to reward them, The commission 
today considered reports on fifty-three cases, 
and threw out twenty-one. 
Since the fund was inaugurated, a little 
over $500,000, one-tenth of the original do- 
nation, not counting ite own earnings, has 
en spent, and half of this went for the re- 
lief of sufferers from disasters, 836 medals 
have been awarded.

Enough energy and money are wasted by rivalry 
and éverlapping of the different denominations in 
America to preach the gospel to the whole world, 
he said. We must get together and stop this 
waste.

“statesmaniike. A reunited church, possessed with 


faith and zeal would be irresistible.’ It could evan- 
gelize the worid in a generation. For the churches 
to come together it is not necessary for us to give 
up any particie of truth. Let us give up our pride, 
our ecclesiastical conceit, our jealousies, our in- 
herited prejudices, and our ignorance. 


This waste through overlapping and du- 
plication of work has caused the unneces- 
sary expenditure of millions in money, and 
it is this which has prevented the mission- 
ary movement from receiving the support 
it deserved. If ever a trust is justified 
it is in a matter of this sort. A central- 
ised missionary campaign on nonsectarian 
lines, managed in a purely business way, 
would accomplish far better results than 
the present scattered, isolated methods. 

There are enough business men now con- 
nected with this movement to realize that 
this is the only basis. on which it can 
obtain the desired results. It has been 
said before, but coming from a spokesman 
of one of the most conservative and ex- 
clusive sects, it obtains an added sig- 
nificance. Wee 


THE INCOME TAX AMENDMENT. 

The negative votes of twelve 
would defeat the ratification of the income 
tax amendment. The first vote was cast 
by the Democratic state of Virginia, and 
the second by the Republican state of 
Rhode Island. Senator Aldrich voted for 
the submission of the amendment, but it 
does not appear that he made an effort to 
secure favorable action by a legialature 
which is usually willing to do whatever 
he asks it. The reason for the rejection is 
the unwillingness of the Rhode Islanders 
to let the accumulated wealth of the state 
contribute to the support of the govern- 
ment in time of war. 

If it had not been for a similar reason 
the amendment would not have failed of 
ratification in the lower house of the New 
York legislature. It got a majority of the 
votes cast, but not a majority of all the 
members. There were many Republican 
members who refused to accept Senator 
Root’s advice to ratify, But the question 
is stil] an open one. That which this legis- 
lature did not do the next one cam and 
may. It doubtless would if the Demo- 
erats were to carry the state next fall. 

It is generally believed that the other 
five New England states will do as Rhode 
Island has done. They, with Virginia, 
would make seven votes against ratifica- 
tion. The opponents of the amendment 
feel reasonably eure of the other five.

Néw York Senate Passes Anti- 
Oral Bookmaking Bill. 


NOW UP TO LOWER HOUSE, 


Measure Is Expected to Become a Law 
by Vote of the Assembly, 


Albany. N. T., May 4.—By a decisive vote 
the senate today passed the Agnew-Perkins 
anti-oral bookmaking bill, which makes the 
present prohibition against bookmaking on 
racetracks apply to such offenses when prac- 
ticed “with or without writing,” and also 
the bill repealing that section of the law 
which exempts trustees or directors of race- 
tracks from liability for permitting gam- 
bling at their tracks, 

A third bill, making corporations or indi- 
viduals keeping betting or gaming establish- 
ments’ liable for gambling carried on in such 
places with their consent, Was amended. 


Stock Brokers Are Safe. 


An amendment by Senator Grady to in- 
clude stock brokers and establishments 
which deal in stocks on margins within the pro- 
visions of the bill was voted down. This bill and 
the one prohibitin ng the publication of betting odds, 
which was amended yesterday, will not come up 
again until next week.
